The Memphis board of health«in its 
statement says that Mrs, Guercio arrived 
here from 'New Orleans with other Itallans 
on July 27. The party wag kept under 
surveillance for ten days, although no 
quarantine had then beén established, No 
indication of fever developed. 
The statement says that Mrs. Guerci 
left Memphis two weeks ago and that if 
She had contracted fever here that the 
disease would have made its appearance 
many days before it was discovered by 
New Orleans physicians.

LKS REPLIES | 
TO BLANCHARD 


Dispute Between Two Governors 
Regarding (Quarantine 


Jelks Says Blanchard Should Appre- 
ciate Efforts of Alabama To 
Keep the Fever Out of 
Alabama, 


Birmingham, Ala., August 25.—Governor 
W. D. Jelks, who was here today, gave 
out a sharp interview in reply to stric- 
tures recently made upon Alabama's 
quarantine regulations by Governor N. 
C. Blanchard, of Louisiana. The latter 
having questioned the right of Alabama 
to refuse Louisiana people the privilege 
of passing through this state a second 
time on their way home unless they had 
been out of infected points seven days. 
Speaking of the matter, Governor Jelks 
said: 

“Governor Blanchard should be indul- 
gent toward the efforts of officials of 
other states because it was his officials 
who invited yellow fever to New Or- 
leans by a lax system of quarantine. 
The efforts to keep out fever under such 
a system as we know of cannot be suc- 
cessful by use of gentle means. Some- 
times it may occur that some of our 
officials are not as discreet as we would 
like to have them be, but in Alabama 
the quarantine is being carried on by the 
very best means at our disposal. I 
think the board of health of this state 
is right in ruling that a man who has 
been escorted through the state to es- 
cape from New Orleans should not ex- 
pect us to reescort him through the 
state. It is taxing our energies 
to conduct such a refugee through the 
state one time. I am sure Governor 
Blanchard should not complain under the 
circumstances. It seems to me I have 
read of some acts in connection with the 
conduct of the local quarantine in Louis- 
iana which would tax Governor Blanch- 
ard’s energies.”’ 

Speaking of Governor Blanchard’s ex- 
pressed desire that the matter go to 
the United States court, Governor Jelks 
said that he hoped no federal court would 
disturb the matter now. If-the test is 
to be made he thought it should be 
done when a quarantine is not neces- 
sary. The governor said in conclusion 
that ‘“‘the conduct of the New Orleans 
board of health forces on the public the 
necessity for a nathonal quarantine, a 
system uniform in all the gulf states and 
Atlantic ports.” 

He regards such results as inevitable, 
as he sees no way to prevent a re- 
currence of such a situation as the pres- 
ent one except through a uniform sys- 
tem under national control.

TO EXTEND 
COTTON TRADE 


Resolution Adopted by the 
Georgia Agricultural 
— Society. 


Albany, Ga., August 25.—(Specia!)— 
One of the most important matters pre- 
sented to the State Agricultural Society 
auring its recent session in this city was 
in the form of a resolution offered yester- 
Gay afternoon by Secretary Martin V. 
Calvin, of Augusta. Mr Calvin eloquent- 
ly advocated his resolution, and it was 
adopted by a unanimo'ls vote. The res)- 
iution in full is as follows: 

“Whereas, the New Orleans conventi!on 
of January, 1905, representative of the 
cotton producers, manufacturers of cot- 
ton goods, bankers, et ai., of the cotton 
States of the union, suggested that con- 
gress should empower his excellency, the 
president, to appoint a commission 
men qualiefid for the mission, to visit 
foreign countries, particularly China, the 
orient ag a whole and Central and south 
America, with a view to a largely u- 
creased demand for American  cottuon 
goods in those countries; and, 

‘‘Whereas, The Georgia State Agricul- 
tural Society, ever alive to the best in- 
terests of all our pecple, heartily a»n- 
proves of the suggestion; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That we urge our senaturs 
and represenfatives in congress to exor- 
cise themselves to the end that his ex- 
cellency, the president, be authorized by 
congress, without unnecessary delay, to 
appoint such commission, and that con- 
gress make provision for said commli:- 
sioners commenurate with the work to 
be assigned them. 

“Resolved, further, That the secretary 
of this society furnish a copy of these 
resolutions, signed by the president and 
himself, to our senators and representa- 
tatives in congress. 

‘Resolved, further, that a copy of *1ese 
resolutions, duly attested, be furnished to 
his excellency, the president of the Uni- 
ted States.”’ 

Mr. Calvin gaid that the question of 
new and wider markets for American 
cotton goods was not second in impor- 
tance to a reduction of the acreage. He 
took it for granted that every person 
within range of his vo'ce wag cognizant 
of the fact that the cotton grates of the 
American union produce three-fourths of 
the cotton of the Whole world. We pride 
ourselves on being a cotton manufactur- 
ing people. We pride ourselves on the 
greatness of our export trade, and yet of 
the $653,000,000 wortii of cotton goods 
exported by the manufacturing nations 
of the world, we contribute less than 4 
per cent. The crop of 1903 was valued 
at $650,000,000. We exported $400,000, - 
000 worth of it. 

We produce the raw cotton; Eng'!and 
and Germany contro] tre cotton trade of 
the world. The duty is upon us to look 
beyond the seas. Today, if England pos- 
sessed the state of Georgia she would 
send out a commission of her best men, 
charging the toscour the world for a- 
ditional] and greatly enlarged markets 
for the products of raw cotton. 

Mr. Calvin expressea confidence tnat 
the president would lend his active c»)- 
operation to the moveinent, and would 
give the south full representation on the 
proposed commission.

BARED ARM TO MOSQUITO. 


unteers to Jeopardize Lives. 
(From The Omaha World-Herald.) 


While the yellow fever is making ms 
annual invasion in the south, a story - 
heroic sacrifice, in which three men be 
fered their lives for science and —— 
itv. is of interest. Although the inc 
dent attracted world wide attention at 
the time it is not generally known that 
one of the three men is & practicing 

iysicilan in Omaha today. 
hen BF. Lazear, who was one of the 
three volunteers who offered themselv es 
five years ago in Havana for the first 
tests in the yellow fever experiments, 
took the fever and died as a direct result 
of the experiment, his name and fame 
was erected to his memory at the Johms 
Hopkins university, of which he was a 
graduate. Every medical journal in the 
world contained extensive accounts of 
his sacrifice. 

But at the same time there were two 
)other men who took the same risks. Their 
bravery was no less than his. For none 
of them could see the end. One of these 
other two, Dr. Carroll, sickened with the 
dreadful disease, but. recovered. The 
other, who had been the first to bare his 
arm to the bite of the insect, escaped. 

This young man was Dr. A. 8, Pinto, 
of Omana., 

“General Sternberg. at Washington, 
sent a commission down to Havana to 
conduct experiments during the summer 
of 1900. Up to that time the govern- 
ment haq spent thousands of dollars in 
trying to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. Streets and alleys were cleaned 
and all bedding, clothing and furniture 
which had been exposed to fever were 
burned. The mosquito theory had been 
advanced before this by an Englishman 
named Finley, who had been carrying 


on. experiments on a small scale in Ha- 
vana. It was already Known that ma- 
laria was carried by the bite of a mos- 
quito. As.soon as the experiments along 
this theory began to be carried out ex- 
'tensively, the disease DH@gan to abate.

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“Then came the test of being directly 
bitten by the mosquitos. The insects 
were applied to a fever patient who had 
been il] with the fever five days. Then 
the mosquitos were kept under glass for 
wwo weeks in order that Whe germ might 
become fully developed. There were 
three of us who volunteered to become 
bitten—Drs, Lazear and Carroll and my- 
self. 

“How did I feel? Well, you know, 
when a doctor is conducting an experi- 
ment of this kind he does not always 
stop to think of the coénsequences to him- 
self. He is thinking of the possible value 
of the experiment to science. I really 
did not atop to think much about it. I 
was the first one to be bitten. I bared 
my arm and the mosqulto was applied 
and proceeded to make good. I did not 
see but that he bit just like any common 
mosquito. 

“The yellow fever mosquito, you kriow, 
is not like any other variety. It ig a 
striped fellow, with a straight proboscis, 
and its proper name is ‘stegomylia fas- 
clata.’ It is the female of the family who 
does all the biting. 

“The two doctors who were bitten at 
the same time I was sickened in a week 
or two with the fever. It was rapid in 
developing and death sometimes occurs in 
two or three days. Dr. Lazear died in 
five days. I helped to care for them 
both. Dr. Carroll soon recovered. No, 
I did not take any special precautions 
as to my diet or manner of living. That 
would do no good, you know. as long as 
Mrs, Stegomyia Fasciata was at large. 
We were too busy to think about our- 
selves. There were too many sick peopie 
to look after. We had to be careful to 
keep them protected from the mosquitos. 
Thig discovery of the method of trans- 
mission of the fever has been worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to the city 
of Havana alone, aside from its value to 
science in general.’’ 

Dr. Pinto was a member of Mr. Bryan’s 
Third Nebraska regiment. He js a direct 
descendant of Anthony Wayne, of revo- 
lutionary fame. He was also the first 
army surgeon to perform the Operation 
of typhoid perforation and proving 
thereby that even at this stage of the dis- 
ease, which has usually been thought 
fatal, that the patient may be saved. The 
patient, by the way, was also a young 
man from Omaha.

ciprocity congress just held in Chi- 
cago. It was the raised finger of 
warning to the republican party, smug 
'and self-satisfied, that the patient, 
burden-bearing American citizen who 
knows the foreigner does not pay the 
tariff tax is getting pretty thoroughly 
disillusioned about the beauties of pro- 
tection. 

Some six hundred delegates from 
all parts of the country participated 
in this rather informal convention, 
and the majority of them are said to 
have been’ republicans, among them 
some politicians. It was the person- 
nel of the gathering that made it 
at once significant and a warning. 
The leading spirits of the conference 
were described as “men who are Iin- 
terested in agricultural matters and 
the manufacture of agricultural in- 
'struments,” and “persons from busi- 
ness walks of life whose names are 
little known to the public because 
|of their strict attention to their pri- 
| vate occupations.” In a word, it

| There is no doubt that the Chicago 
tariff conference was held in response

Persians—is not working in the in- 
i terest of general public prosperity, but

The way it is proposed to go about 
overcoming the stand-pat sentiment of 
congress is rather ingenious, to say 
nothing of what it promises in practi- 
cal results. As is well understood, the 
‘United States senate is the graye- 
yard of reciprocity, where a _ score 
of the Casson treaties lie forgotten 
in dusty pigeon holes. A two-thirds 
vote is required for the adoption of 
a& reciprocity treaty by the senate, 
and this requirement makes it impos- 
sible, as the senate is sentimentally 
constituted, to secure this mild meas- 
ure of tariff reform. What is now 
proposed under the name of a “dual 
tariff’ is for congress to confer upon 
the president power to fix maximum 
and minimum rates, and only a ma- 
jority vote in the senate would be 
required to pass the bill. This is 
t whipping the devil around the stump, 
of course, and presupposes that the 
tariff revisionists have a friend at 
court in President Roosevelt, who, 
if the proposed plan were enacted into 
law, would be vested with extraordi- 
nary power in tariff regulations. 

Whatever may be said of the “dual 
tariff’ scheme, the agitation for tariff 
reform by any means is encouraging, 
especially that which comes from 
within the republican party. It paves 
the way for a successful straight-out 
tariff reform fight by the democratic 
party three years hence, and in the 
next congressional elections. 


Where the Responsibility Lies. 

The courtmartial of Ensign Wade, 
charged by the Bennington court of 
inquiry with responsibility for the ex- 
plosion which resulted in the death 
of, sixty-five men, will undoubtedly 
bring to light all of the facts bear- 
ing upon that unprecedented disaster 
lo an American naval vessel. 

According to the court of inquiry, 
the accident was due to careless en- 
gine room practice. Mr. Wade seems 
io have accepted the statements of 
men under him instead of making 
certain investigations devolving upon 
him as the responsible officer. This, 
at least, is the indictment drawn by 
the official board. 

While there is no disposition to ab- 
solve any officer from responsibility 
rightly belonging to him, many offi- 
cers of the navy hold that the Ben- 
nington disaster can be traced to the 
system for which congress is respon- 
sible, rather than to the young oOffi- 
cer in question. Congress has gone 
ahead with a naval programme that 
has added greatly to the number of 
vessels, but has failed, so these crit- 
ics claim, to provide the necessary in- 
crease in the number of officers to 
man these vessels. In support of this 
contention they show that the duties 
placed necessarily upon this young 
ensign were not only such as should 
be performed by officers much older 
in years, but that upon one officer 
was placed’ responsibility’ which 
should be apportioned among at 
least three. 

In the enginegering department the 
highest skill and technical knowledge 
is called for. The development of 
the modern man-of-war demands not 
only the maximum of technical knowl- 
edge in the engine room, but it de- 
mands an increased number of offi- 
cers. It is claimed by officers of the 
navy that congress, in making its 
provisions for the navy, has failed to 
take this great need of skill in the 
engine room into full account and 
that all of our ships are under- 
olficered in this respect. 

If this be true, much of the respon-

Radium a Failure. 

But little is known of the new ele- 
ment called radium. Immediately 
following the discovery of thjs ele- 
ment there was, naturally, much spec- 
ulation as to its possible use in med- 
icine, and many predictions of won- 
derful power were made. 

Experiments with radium recently 
conducted by Professor Wendell C. 
Phillips, of New York, have attracted 
attention in the medical world be- 
cause of the high standing of Profes- 
sor Phillips; who is a surgeon in the 
Manhattan Eye and Ear hospital and 
visiting surgeon of the Post-Graduate 
hospital. 

Professor Phillips has been con- 
ducting a number of experiments 
with the view to determining whether 
there is warrant for the claim that 
radium can be used as a germ de- 
strover. His operations were directed 
to the cases of seven patients afflict- 
ed with complications of diseases of 
the ear, throat and nose, all] of these 
diseases, according to medical diag- 
nosis, being the result of some germ 
which must be destroyed before a 
cure was possible. The treatment ex- 
tended over a period of five weeks 
and, according to the medical jour- 
nals, the utmost care was observed in 
dingcting the radio-activity along the 
lines laid down by the scientists. 

The net result of his investigation 
is decidedly unfavorable to the claims 
of the scientists. The bacteria were 
not destroyed. The experiments were 
as thorough as it was possible for 
them to be made, but no curative 
property could be found in the ra- 
dium. 

While it is possible, of course, that 
in some other forms of disease better 
results could be obtained, the medical 
world will, in the light of the report 
of a man of Professor Phillips’ stand- 
ing, go very slow before experiment- 
ing very generally with it. 

Is Addicks “Down and Out?P’’ 

From high republican authority 
comes the news that the former sup- 
porters of J. Edward Addicks have 
finally deserted him; that he is to be 
entirely eliminated from the political 
situation in Delaware. 


This would be good news indeed | 


for Delaware if ‘there were any cer- 
tainty of its truth, but Addicks has 
been “down and out” so many times 
during the past, fifteen years that we 
must naturally be a little dubious 
over these reports. If they should 
prove true, then can it be taken as 
certain that the gas millionaire must 
have lost his fortune, as has at dif- 
ferent times been reported? 

The career of Addicks points to- 
ward the possibilities of the worst 
form of commercialism in politics. 
Having no claim whatsoever upon 
the state, and having no qualifica- 
tions whatsoever save the possession 
of money, he settled down upon Del- 
aware for the avowed purpose of 
buying his way to the United States 
senate. He has not yet succeeded, 
it is true, but he has succeeded, by 
his policy of “Addicks or nobody,” in 
preventing the election of other men 
to the senate, during several years 
depriving that state of any represen- 
tation whatsoever in the upper house 
of the United States congress. 

His power, gained solely through 
corruption, has been sufficient to 
dominate by far the greater portion 
of the republican party, the final dis- 
grace of his election being prevented 
only by the high-minded action of 
some republicans who were willing 
to see no election at all rather than 
to have Addicks in the senate. 

At last, however, he seems to have 
reached the end, if this last report 
is correct, and inasmuch as it comes 
from Senator Allee, recognized as 
Mr. Addicks’ chief lieutenant in the 
past, there are strong surface indi- 
cations that it is true. For the sake 
of Delaware and of the country it is 
sincerely to be hoped that Addicks is 
at last “down and out.”

They 
Say the reason women do not have it 
is that they remain at home, espe- 
cially after night; and that where 
there is complete protection from 
mosquitoes, as in the up-town resi- 
dences which are wel] screened and 
protected, the disease has found no 
hold. It is the contention of those 
who believe in this transmission the- 
ory that the only danger from the 
fever-bearing mosquito is after night- 
fall. The experiences in Havana and 
in South Africa have been duplicated 
in New Orleans and the theory of | 
mosquito transmission is strength-| 
enéd. 

This. seems to point to the mosquito, 
whether the stegomyia fasciata or 
other brands, as an open enemy of the 
human race. For centuries the con- 
nection between stagnant water and 
fevers of all kinds has been recognized, 
but only within the past few years 
has the mosquito been found to be 
the missing link. If the mosquito is 
the transmitter of yellow fever, the 
chances are he, or she, is also the 
transmitter of fevers of other types. 

This being the case, it is well for 
us all—those outside of the fever belt 
as well as those inside it—to join in 
warfare for the extermination of all 
mosquitoes.

HIB most interesting idea which has 

occupied the attention of the diplo- 

matic world for a long time past is 
the suggestion, mooted a few days ago 
by an influential New York newspaper 
of high standing, to the effect that the 
time wag ripe for the formation of a new 
triple alliance, the high contracting par- 
ties to which should be Great Britain, 
France ‘and the United States, says H. C, 
Wilson in The London Express. 

The idea is not quite a new one, but 
its novelty consists in the ¢act that it was 
put forward at a time when the relations 
between the three countries are of an 
unusually cordial character, and by a 
sober and frequently inspired journal. It 
is probably very much “in the air” at 
present, but its possibility is not too re- 
mote, and its importance is so great that 
it is at jeast worthy of serious considera. 
tion. 

With the adhesion of Japan practically 
assured the combination would be one of 
such enormous power that it almost 
amounts to a truism to say that it would 
insure the peace of the world. It effects 
may perhaps best be shown by a few 
comparative tables which will reveal 
some startling facts.

Opposition to ward primaries hag 
grown to such an extent that there is 
now talk of reconvening the city execu- 
tive commitee for the purpose of havirg 
the primary of October 4 held under the 
old general primary plan instead of by 
wards, as was ordered during the meet- 
ing of the committee on August 10. 

Because of the fact that about ten 
members of the committee were absent 
from the first meeting when ward pri- 
maries were decided upon, certain mem- 
bers of the committee have talked with 
other members regarding the advisabil- 
ity of requesting Chairman Hugh M. 
Dorsey to again assemble the body. It is 
not known what has been done, but it is 
certain that at least two members have 
been approached upon the matter, and 
Fave been asked whether they would 
sign a petition for the meeting. 

It is the general opinion that the ef- 
forts to have the executive committee 
reconvene for a second discussion of the 
ward primary proposition will fail for 
the reason that arrangements for the 
primary are already under way and elev- 
en candidates have paid thelr entrance 
fees to the secretary and treasurer of the 
sub-committee. 

It would be necessary for the commit- 
tee to direct the secretary and treasurer 
of the sub-committee to return to al] can- 
didates who desire it the amount of the 
assessmnents paid by them. 

Many Candidates Pay. 

The assessments of the sub-committee 
of the city executive committee have now 
been paid by W. H. Terrell, of the first 
ward; C. L. Chosewood, of the thrid 
vard; J. C. Huff, of the first ward; W.

Gaines, of the third ward; S. C. Glass, of 
the fifth ward; EB. E. Pomeroy, of the 
fourth ward; I. C. Clark, of the second 
ward; BE. W. Martin, of the second ward, 
and F. A. Quillian, of the second 
ward. 

Mr. Quillian, of the second, and Mr 
Kontz, of the sixth, are candidates for 
alderman from their respective wards. 
All others are candidates for council. 

The entrance fees must be paid to Dan 
Carey, secretary and treasurer of the 
sub-committee, who is to be found ev- 
ery morning from 9 o'clock until 12 
o'clock in the office of the county reg- 
istrar, A.° P. Stewart, courthouse annex.
